Thank  you  very  kindly  for  your  letter  of  January  22nd  with  which  you 
reported  the  above  ticket  for  the  transportation  of  ilr.  Mikos  who  resides 
in  France. 

We  wrote  you  fully  yesterday  concerning  Prepaid  28263  -  Kosiarski. 

While  this  booking  does  not  pose  the  same  problem  as  for  Mr.  Kosiarski  since 
the  latter  is  in  Germany,  the  fact  remains  that  Mr,  Mikos  is  also  a  Polish 
citizen  and  chargeable  to  the  Polish  quota. 

We  fear  that  Mr.  Mikos  too  may  have  to  wait  some  years  before  he  can 
hope  to  have  his  application  for  a  non  preference  visa  acted  upon  by  the 
American  Consulate.  Consequently,  it  may  also  be  advisable  in  this  instance 
that  this  ticket  be  cancelled  and  refund  made  to  the  purchaser.  A  steamship 
ticket  can  alivays  be  issued  at  a  later  date  when  there  are  better  prospects 
that  a  visa  will  be  granted*  We  are  confident  that  the  purchaser  will 
appreciate  our  frankness  in  this  regard  particularly  so  as  the  present 
ticket  will  not  bo  of  any  material  value  to  the  passenger  insofar  as  ex¬ 
pediting  the  issuance  of  a  visa  to  him.
